WCB Advisory Officer 
In Coleman June 6 

The Workman’s Compensation 
Board’s Claims Advisory Service, 
now in its second year, has met 
with the approval of workmen and 
employers throughout Alberta. 

Claims advisory officer, Gordon 
Long will be in Coleman, June 6 
and in Lethbridge, June 7 and 8 
to discuss with individual workers 
or employers, any problems they 
may have in connection with 
claims or compensation. 

Since its establishment in 1917, 
the staff and services of the Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Board have 
grown to keep pace with the rapid 
development of business and indus¬ 
try in Alberta. Expansion has re- 
■ suited in a diffusion of the board’s 
personal relationship with workers 
and employers which was so much 
a part of its early experience. The 
claims advisory service has recapt¬ 
ured this personal relationship, 
particularly in areas outside Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton. 

Those who wish to discuss spe¬ 
cific claims with Mr. Long may 
write to him directly c/o The Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Board, Box 1 
2514, Edmonton, Alberta for an ap- 1 
pointment. If possible, the claim ' 
number should be stated, although 1 
date of injury and name of em¬ 
ployer will be helpful. 

“Generally speaking, the prob¬ 
lems presented are a cross-section * 
of those usually presented to < 
claims officers at head office dur- • 
ing personal interviews,” says Mr. - 
Long, “The difference is that these ■ 
people, because they live so far 
from head office would have few 
opportunities to present their cases 
in person if it were not for the 
claims advisory board.

seller did not keep his part of 'the 
bargain. That was no defense in 
law for not paying the “holder in 
due course,” from you, but had no 
responsibility to you regarding 
your purchase. 

Now: 

The Bills of Exchange Act has 
been changed in two chief ways: 
1. You now, for the first time, have 
a legal defence if a financial in¬ 
stitution sues you for nonpayment 
but the original seller of the goods 
you purchased has defaulted on his 
part of the bargain. Purchases by 
you, the consumer, through promis¬ 
sory notes or cheques postdated 
more than 30 days, no longer in¬ 
volve the same unconditional obli¬ 
gations to pay if you were cheated 
on your deal and the courts agree 
with you. And that means that 
consumer credit grantors will look 
very much harder at the sellers, 
weeding out the fraudulent and 


Shady ones. 

2. The note or postdated cheque 
that you sign now must bear the 
words CONSUMER PURCHASE 
prominently and clearly. That’s im¬ 
portant, because those words mean 
that the note is special and that 
the unconditional payment terms 
of other promissory notes do not 
apply. 

A last word: the change in the 
law does not mean that a person 
can get out of paying just debts. 
And it certainly does not mean 
that you shouldn’t be very careful 
about every contract you sign. 
Read 'the fine print. Don’t be 
afraid to insist on a day or two to 
read the contract over. Don’t let 
anyone fast-talk you into signing 
anything on the spot. You’ll save 
yourself a lot of trouble. This 
column was taken from an article 
from the Department of Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs.

In a report to coincide with 
Speech and Hearing month, BPO 
Elks Lodge No. 117 and their aux¬ 
iliary, the Order of the Royal 
Purple, have received a report 
from the national committee of 
the Elks Purple Cross informing 
them as to how the funds have 
been allocated to the early identi¬ 
fication of the hard-of-hearing 
Canadian child. 

The Elks have placed emphasis 
on alerting the general public con¬ 
cerning the need for the earliest 
possible identification of hearing- 
impaird children. They point out 
that much can be done to prevent 
a hearing-impaired child from be¬ 
ing doomed to a world of silence if 
corrective measures can be im¬ 
plemented before that child is a 
year old. 

The Elks are providing a public 
awareness campaign through out¬ 
side billboards, radio, and broch¬ 
ures together with films and slides. 
A quarter of a million dollars has 
been spent in research projects 
and 'the establishment of clinical 
facilities in some area. 

The future plans include contin¬ 
uation of public awareness pro¬ 


grams, financial assistance in re¬ 
habilitation of the hearing-impaired 
child by providing much needed 
equipment. 

There is a shortage of profession¬ 
ally trained personnel and scholar¬ 
ships may be made available to 
those wishing to take special train¬ 
ing to assist the young hearing im¬ 
paired.

Whether you knew it or not, 'this 
was a promise to pay no matter 
what conditions arose. The seller, 
as regularly happens, sold your 
note to a financial institution to 
give himself ready cash. Then, you 
aid not really owe the money to 
the man or company than you did 
business with. You owed it ‘to the 
financial institution that had pur¬ 
chased your promise to pay. 

Time and again, it has happened 
that ttie seller went out of business 
before he delivered your article. 
Or he misled you and what he 
delivered was not what you thought 
you were getting. 

Or the article didn’t work, and 
he wouldn’t fix it. Or he contract¬ 
ed to provide regular servicing but 
didn’t honour it. 

You were not legally on firm 
ground in disputing the claim of 
a financial institution for payment 
even if you suffered because the

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Justice Or Revolution? 

We have always had a great respect for responsible unions and the ef¬ 
forts they achieve for their membership. 

But like most Canadians, the time has come when we must ask our¬ 
selves:— “Are the unions now so powerful in British Columbia, the Maritimes 
and Quebec they are going to rule—or is their present power, with no respons¬ 
ibility, going to bring us down in ashes?” 

One of Canada’s great economists recently said , . with union mem¬ 
bers not heeding their leaders or the laws of the land, with repeated strikes, 
governments must now allow for productivity and tax loss in their budgets, 
which in turn results in legislative guidelines being applied where wages are 
concerned to control inflation and unemployment,” 

The recent Quebec labor picture is one of ruthless union irresponsibility. 
Like any other government today, wage guidelines had to be set with the re¬ 
sult school teachers, hospital workers, police, civil servants and others began 
all-out strike action. In the public interests, to care (for the sick and aged in 
hospitals and school children), the provincial government passed stingent 
labor legislation. 

-In spite of this legislation, Quebec union leaders Louis Laberge, Marcel 
Pepin and Yvon Charbonneau urged their members to keep striking and em¬ 
ploy militant activities. Finally, to disregard government labor legislation. 

The three men were brought to trial and along with six other female 
union members given jail sentences. These sentences resulted in wholesale labor 
strikes and riots throughout the province to a point where troops were con¬ 
sidered to keep the peace. 

Also, during the strike, school teachers in Hull, Quebec, used sticks to 
hit students trying to cross teacher picket lines outside schools; hospital work¬ 
ers dumped beds in hospitals with semi-invalided sick; strikers broke store 
windows and minor looting was reported. 

In our considered opinion there is just no justifiable reason for this type 
of activity on the part of a responsible union. 

Like other Canadians, if we break the law and are found guilty, we 
must pay the penalty. What makes union leaders any different than other 
Canadians who break laws? 

The time has now arrived when government and union leaders coupled 
with industrial management must sit down and legislate fair and stern mea¬ 
sures with emphasis of some relief to a weary Canadian public. Added to this 
should be the assurance union leaders can keep their membership informed 
and on the job. That all parties through the process of law put a stop to wild¬ 
cat strikes, militant violence and vandalism to innocent parties. 

This is supposed to be an age of decent civilized people — not animals 
who would injure school children and shirk their responsibility to the sick. 

This country, divided as it is, cannot stand anarchism at this stage. 


The Federal Budget-Applying Band Aids 

News Item — The federal budget brought down Monday amounts to 
“sticking band aids on a sick elephant,*’ is the opiniori of Phil C, Barter, presi¬ 
dent of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of British Columbia. 

Like many other newspapers, The Review feels the Turner budget holds 
out one goodie for Western Canada but in reality is a thinly veiled electioneer¬ 
ing gimmick to maintain the Ontario and Quebec vote. We arrive at this con¬ 
clusion because of the reduction in corporate tax rate and a speed-up in write¬ 
offs of capital assets bought for use in manufacturing or processing industries, 
which are mainly located in the two eastern provinces and to some extent in 
the central provinces noted for secondary manufacturing. 

It is to be hoped this veiled legislation will include the sick and failing 
pulp industry in British Columbia. ? 

The only goodie to come to the west is the one concession in the form of 
depletion allowance on equipment bought to processing mineral ores in the 
prime metal stages — a situation very dear to Premier W. A. C. Bennett. 

But in between the lines, one can read the lowering of tariffs on imports 
from developing countries could pose hazards for B.C. These developing nat¬ 
ions, if government agency statistics are correct, export raw materials—most 
B.C. industries are raw material producers. 

It was to be hoped the finance minister would have brought in some 
wage and price controls which is becoming more and more necessary if Can¬ 
ada wishes to compete in the large USA market which is vital to our standard 
of living. 


Odd Choice 

That external affairs minister Mitchell Sharp, who is not only number 
two man in the cabinet but also Prime Minister Trudeau’s senior English- 
speaking lieutenant, should pick national unity as the major issue in the 
“forthcoming” federal election is nothing less than astonishing. 

Most Canadians would be inclined to pick any of half-a-dozen other nat¬ 
ional problems as being more important on which to fight an election at this 
time. Such matters as unemployment, inflation, industrial unrest, foreign own¬ 
ership, pollution, trade, taxation and general government efficiency, to name 
a few, surely must take priority on the basis of public need alone over the still 
somewhat nebulous question of Canadian unity. 

As might well be recalled, the Trudeau party fought the last election on 
national unity through the use of a largely contrived but nevertheless per- 
suasive campaign designed to show the voters that the Liberals were the only 
party which would or could hold Canada together as one nation. 

The campaign was enormously successful inasmuch as it was aided and 
abetted by a tangle-tongued Conservative leader who just couldn’t get his ideas 
across to the public. 

However, that was four years ago and much has happened since then. 
In that time the Liberal government, for all its boasts about national oneness 
has done little to demonstrate either its ability or desire to strengthen Can¬ 
adian unity. Indeed, if anything, the situation has worsened. 

And in that time the Conservative Party has emerged as a responsible, 
credible and even desirable alternative to the present government. 

With its record of non-accomplishment in the field of national unity, the 
average Canadian might well think that it would be a subject to be avoided by 
the Liberal administration rather than touted as a major election issue. 

It appears that though Mr. Stanfield has succeeded in untangling his 
tongue. Mr. Sharp has problems of unscrambling his thoughts. __

—In Turkey, drunk drivers are 
taken 20 miles out into the country 
and forced to walk back under 
escort. 

—In San Salvador, drunk drivers 
are executed by the firing squad.
